Washington, June 24.—On the 
floor of the Senate this afteroon 
discussing the McMurray Indian 
contracts, Senator Gore charged 
that a man, whose name he did 
not disclose, but who. he said 
is a townsman of his and who he 
^aid, was a representative of Mr. 
McMurray, had suggested to him 
that there was “$25,000 or $50,- 
000 available if the contracts 
were not prohibited.” 
Further, 
that “This man assured me that 


a suggestion of corruption, 
said: 
“ The law requires that con­ 
tracts made or authorized by the 
Indian Councils shall be approv- 
i ed by the president. 
The con­ 
tracts against which I complain­ 
ed and protested were disapprov­ 
ed by President Roosevelt. Then 
Mr. McMurray procured indi­ 
vidual contracts—I think 10,000 
in number—representing adults 
and minors aggregating 20,000 
Indians.

of those Indians ten thousand 
i times worse than it was before. 
I have been protesting, represent­ 
ing some 20,000 Indian", against 
this contract, which will net a 
tee to the attorneys of more than 
$6,000,000 and which will be a 
net loss to those Indians to that 
amount.

to be valid unless they were first 
approved by congress, it pro­ 
vides tdat the president shall 
approve all these contracts with 
Indians, leaving only the amount 
of compensation

Senator Gore suid this would 
be worse than the existing situa­ 
tion, in that it would g* 
president no choice but to ap­ 
prove every contract that a law­ 
yer might persuade an Indian to 
make.

Senate Reconsiders Action Af • 


ter Passing Measure —Bill 


Defeated in House 


Washington, June 24.—On the 


floor of the Senate this af teroon, 
discussing the McMurray Indian 
contracts, Senator Gore charged 
that a man, whose name he did 
not disclose, but who. he said, 
is a townsman of his and who he 
iP.aid, was a representative of Mr. 
>«lcMurray, had suggested to him 
that there was "$25,000 or $50,- 
000 available if the contracts 
were not prohibited." 
Further, 
that "This man assured me that 
it might be made to my interest 
if I called upon the Senator from 
Colorado and advised him not to 
report the bill;" further, that the 
party who Senator Gore said 
thus approached him had told 
him that a member of the house 
and a member of the senate are 
interested in those contracts. 


Senator Gore's charges were 
made when he learned that the 
provision 
of the general de- 


ficiency bill had been so modi- 
fied in conference that instead of 
providing that no contracts with 
Indians for the sale of lands and 
involving the payment of money 
out of tribal funds shall be held 
to be valid unless they were first 
approved by congress, it pro- 
vides tdat the president shall 
approve all these contracts with 
Indians, leaving only the amount 


a suggestion of corruption. He 
said: 


"The law requires that con- 
tracts made or author iz'_-d by the 
Indian Councils shall be approv- 


j ed by the president. 
The con- 


tracts against which I complain- 
ed and protested were disapprov- 
ed by President Roosevelt Then 
Mr. McMurray procured indi- 
vidual contracts—I think 10,000 
in number—representing jdults 
and minors aggregating 20,000 
Indians.

D. C., June 24, 1910.—By the

The 
Attorney General gathered from 
the Campbell decision that the 
courts would probably sustain 
' the binding effect of the enab- 
1 ling act, should the case be 
brought in the proper manner, 
'and though he intends to press 
the pending injunction in the 
District Court to a determination 
, he considered it advisable not to 
tie up the business of state 
longer. 


It is strongly intimated tonight 
that the United States will insti- 
tute action for itself to enforce 
performance of the contract and 
fulfillment of the compact con- 
tained in the enabling act, locat- 
ing the capital at Guthrie tem- 
porarily. 


Guthrie lawyers seem confident 
that the 1913 clause will be sus- 
tained if the matter ever reaches 
the United States Supreme Court.
